ON RESTRICTED STATUS, JULY 1979 

RULE 112 - TRANSFER FROM PESTRTCTED STATUS 

(a) Notice to Supreme Court and Boa$d. A lawyer who has 
been placed on restricted status and who wishes to' assume active 
status shall so notify the Clerk of the Supr Ccurt in writing 
as provided by Rule 3, with a copy of the no to the Board, and 
the lawyer shall &&e+comply with the provis of this Rule. On 
receipt of the notice, the Board will advise lawyer of his or 
her transfer requirements, and on completion those requirements 
the Board will so notify the Supreme Court. 

(b) Restricted Status for Three Years. A lawyer who has 
been on restricted status for not more than three years shall be 
transferred to active status upon completion, within said three 
year period, of all CLE course hours for which the lawyer is then 
delinquent plus that number of hours needed to be current on a 
proportional basis in that person's CLE category. 

(0) Restricted Status for more than Three. Years.. A 
who has been on restricted status for more than three years s 
transferred to active status upon - 

(1) completion of 45 hours f CLE course 
hours within a period o time to be 
prescribed by the Board and ,
